Report of School Board 


As another school year has drawn to a close, the 
School Board respectfully submits their annual report 
on the condition of the schools, in the school district 
of Strafford. We take pleasure in stating that good 
progress has been made during the past year, and we 
feel that our teachers have done as well as we could 
reasonably expect and well deserve the hearty support 
and approval of all our citizens. 


Our school year was not quite as long as last year, 
but consisted of three terms and the schools have been 
open thirty-one weeks, with a fairly good attendance, 
although not as good as we desire, and every parent 
ought to bear in mind, that our per cent. of attendance 
has much to do with our rating with the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction. 


Supt. H. C. Morrison visited some of our schools 
on Nov. 3 and made a brief inspection on fundamental 
conditions. He informed us that the text books must 
be looked over and all delapitated copies eliminated and 
replaced, and there must be a large supply of supple- 
mentary reading furnished, the old water pail and 
dipper must be done away with, and replaced with 
proper receptacles and drinking cups, and also new 
flags replace the old ones. We have made these im- 
provements and it has shortened our school year. 
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For further particulars we would respectfully 
refer to the school treasurer’s report and to the follow- 
ing table of statistics.
